UNFOUNDED RUMOURS. 
Benin, 9th;Feb., 1.30 p.m. 

The rumours regarding an orga- 
nized Turkish mobilisation are with- 
out foundation, but the support of 
the movements in Macedonia from 
the English and Trench Press is 
considered rather dangerous, Austria, 
Russia and Germany are trying to 
allay ‘the uneasy feeling. 


Two reasons have been assigned for the 
abstraction of the control of the Chinese tele- 
graphs from H. E. Shéng Kungpao and its 
absorption ‘by H. E. Yuan Shih-kai : one, that 
there ig a, good deal of pro‘t in it; the other, 
that if there is a, recrudescence of trouble in 
the North, the Government will bo assisted in 
the execution of its designs by having the 
-wires entirely in its own control. It is asserted 
that with the view. of protecting themselves, 
many of the native shareholders in.the Chinese 
Telegraphs- have transferred their shares into 
names of the foreigners; and to counteract 
this plan, the Taotai has just sent a dispatch to 
the Consular Body here, calmly asking its 
members to forbid their nationals buying these 
shares, ‘The: following is a translation of the 
dispatch in question, which has been courteou:- 
ly placed at the: disposal of the MW. C. Dajf} 
News, for general information, by Mr. John 
Goodnow, U.S. Consul-General and Senior 
Consul :— . 
YUAN TAOTAL TO SENIOR CONSUL, GOODNOW, 

RE THLEGRAPHS TO BE UNDER 
| GOVERNMENT CONTROL, =~ 

On the 13th of the Tath magn of the current 
year, (January toth, 1903), Thad the honour to 
receive a dispatch from His Excelency the 
Superintendent of Railways and Telegraphs, to 
the effectt hat on the 13th of the tithimoon he 
received an Imperial edict as follows : 

“In most countries telegraphs are e wet 
Government Control, Whenever grave ques: 
tions of Statc-arise, requiring the transmitsion 
of news, secrecy and quick dispatch are 
indispensable. 

“China having started her telegraphs as a 
mercantile venture, found that this method was 
raught with many difficulties, 

“The telegraphs should by all means be 
taken up and placed under government contol, 
thus manifesting our circumspection. 

“We command Yuan (Shih-kal) and Chany 
(Chib-tung) to make forthwith an estimate of 
the actual value of existing telegraph lines, and 
that they memorialise the throne requesting 
that aspecial fund be provided for getting back 
the shares held by merchants in order to resto e- 
lo the government all our telegraph sti itions ; i 
further, that they await the appointinent of a 
High Commissioner (of te!egraphs) for their 
proper administration, who shall bear ‘the sole 
stesponsibility, This will enhancé the honour 
of the country, Respect this.” 

In ‘reverent obedience to the above, His 
Eace‘lency remarks that at the lime whea 
telegraphs were begun, the shares were entirely 
in the hands of Chinese merchants, but that of 
late it was rumoured that native merchants 
had. many misgivings with regard to these 
securities, resulting in a serious fall im the 
price of said shares, and fearing that foreigners 
at the open ports might take advanta,e af this 
and buy, therh up, thus giving rise to other 
difficulties, he sent me a copy of the tele, ram 
from H. E. Yuan Shih-k‘ai, Superintendent of 
Northern Trade.—" When the money has been 
paid the, telegraph lines will be taken back.” 
Also the teleyram from H, E. Chang, Superin- 
tendent of Southern Trade—" We onl, restrict 
the merchants’ power, we do not deprive them 
of their legitimate gains.” 

-A dispatch was thereupon sent to the mer. 
chant directors that they should instruct the 
native merchants not to be anxious (or nervous) 
and that they must not sell theie shares to 
foreigners. 

J, the Taotai, was I-kewise reque-ted to com- 
municate with the Consuls at Shanghai in order 
that they should forbid their nationals buying 
up said shares, as these telegraph scrips are of 
vital importance.
